[56] formed above the channel region [52]) and the second nnetal gate electrode [50] are separately disposed in respective ones of the 
first area (p-type region [52]) and the second area (n-type region [54]) of the semiconductor substrate. The materials disclose in claim 17 
are coventional metals each having a work function corresponding to the work function of one of P-type silicon and N-type silicon. Claim 
17 is still indefinite because it does not show which materials having a work function corresponding to the work function of P-type silicon 
and a work function corresponding to the work function of N-type silicon. 
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
